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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 , the 
limitations recited in lines 3-5, are not used in connection with subsequent limitations 
recited in the claim; the same comment applies to lines 6-7; line 8, "n" needs to be 
defined; lines 13-14, "may thereafter be" should be replaced by "is thereafter''. Claim 2, 
line 5, before real, "the or said" needs to be inserted. Claim 4, line 4, and line 5, "can be" 
should be replaced by "is"; line 11, "to" should be inserted after needed; line 12, 
"misalignment" should be replaced by "offset" so as to be consistent with recitation in 
line 4. Please define "T s ". Claim 6, line 14, "may" should be replaced by " is"; line 15, 
"be" should be deleted. Claim 7, line 2, "can use cost function can be used" should be 
replaced by "use cost function"; in addition, H and N need to be defined; line 15, \" 
Should be deleted. Note that any claim whose base is objected is likewise objected. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation, of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. The term ""sufficient" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "sufficient" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

As per claim 1, line 4, the limitation "the short and long preamble, lacks of proper 
antecedent basjs. Claim 3, line before the last, " said received radio signal" lacks of 
proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 2, 4 and 5 are likewise rejected because of their dependency to claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, and the claim objection set forth in this 
Office action.
